One to Six Mllei Away. 


When the illuminating test* of the 


new high-preasurei fountain in the 
Schwartzenbergplatz,

A1 peculiar fact was that 
BometimeB during weather that -Was 
apparently perfectly clear a -bright 
spot would appear-in the-projection 
of the beam of light; showing the pres- 
ence ~of a- stratum of flne vapor, (jrdin- 
arily visible with difficulty or entirely 
invisible. On one occasion this vapor 
stratum proved to .be more than lix 
and a half miles high.
